HOLLYWOOD (CUP) — McGill 
principal David Johnston will 
take over as host of NBC's 
Tonight Show when current 
host Johnny Carson resigns 
this September. 

Although a well-known 
Carson look-alike, Johnston 
was not considered a prime 
candidate for the job because 
of a lack of showbiz experience. 
"But that all changed last 
week," said NBC president 
Fred Silverman at a Bel Air 
press conference held 
yesterday. 

“Johnston’s walk-on role In 
McGill Savoy Society’s 
production of Princess Ida 
showed that he can make them 
laugh just like Johnny. And not 
only that — he looks fabulous 
in baby blue tights." 

Silverman said he had also 
examined tapes of Johnston 
moderating last spring's 
debate between Pierre Trudeau, 
Joe Clark and Ed Broadbent 
before making his decision. 

"He passed the screen test," 
said Silverman. "He has a 
definite presence. That’s why 
he was the model for a 
character in Love Story In his 
college days and It's why we 



want him now." 

Although he said he was 
sorry to leave McGill, Johnston 
is pleased with his new career 
choice. 

"'/It was an opportunity I 
couldn't pass up," he said. "I 
hate to leave McGill at such a 
crucial point In its history but I 
feel that taking this path will 
enable me to eventually ac- 
complish my ultimate goals." 

Johnston’s contract with 
NBC Is a five-year one and after 
that he's "thinking of seeking 
public office." 

This Is the path Ronald 
Reagan followed — from the 
movies to politics — and I think 
It is a good one," Johnston told 
the press conference. 

NBC Is not planning any big 
changes to the show to ac- 
commodate the new host. 

"We'll even be keeping the 
old heeeeere’s Johnny line," 
said Silverman. “And Ed will be 
around to play* the doormat of 
course." 

McGill’s brass remains of- 
ficially< silent bn the Johnston 
departure but Dally sources 
reveal the higher ups are "mad 
as hell he's leaving after less 
than one year on the job."

In-, 
stead, he said, he is planning to 
move to South Africa to par- 
ticipate in the struggle against 
oppression.. 

At a' press conference 
yesterday Bane said he could 
no longer accept the 
scholarship In light of the new 
"political beliefs" he has 
adopted. 

“After a year as president of 
the Students’ Society I have 
undergone a fundamental 



change In. my political un- 
derstanding. I have become a 
Marxist dedicated to violent 
revolution. All those lunches 
with fat cat Board of Governor 
types caused me to re-examine 
our form of social organization. 
Besides that, Rhodes was one 
of the most vicious imperialists 
ever." / 

Bane said he had agonized 
over the decision for a long 
vtlme. . 

"This does not come easy for 
me. I spent at least a couple of 
hours thinking about It before 
calling this press conference.” 
Bane said during the year he 



had been heavily influenced by 
two groups of individuals. 

“The people who worked so 
selflessly for the South Africa 
Committee Impressed me 
greatly. They taught me the true 
nature of oppression. I was also 
influenced by several in- 
dividuals who wrote for the 
Daily. They caused me to reject 
my complacent liberalism and 
embrace class analysis." 

When contacted by the Dully 
both groups vehemently 
denied responsibility for Bane's 
change of heart. 

Bane said he had already 
made plans for the future.

The Committee tor a Better 
’University met for the first time 
k last night In the West Lounge of 
Royal Victoria College to set 
down guidelines for , the 
committee’s future projects. 

- The committee was formed 
by members of the Strike 
Support Committee after the 
strike ended to give morally 
** enlightened students a cause 
to fight for. 

“It was such a letdown when 
the strike ended," said Peter 
Or , a founding member. "We 
- had a party, but we still knew 
I there would be a void in our 
m* lives. I mean, we had a conflict 
of the workers and a repressive 
I regime right here on campus— 

■ we didn't have to go all the way 

■ to South Africa for it." 



Or is confident that there is 
enough injustice on the McGill 
campus to give the committee 
a solid foundation and keep it 
busy. 

This year, the committee 
plans to deal mainly with 
students suffering because 
they honored the strike picket 
lines. 

A motion was passed to 
support divestment of McGill 
funds from South Africa. They 
are also looking into divest- 
ment from other repressive and 
Imperialistic regimes such as 
the USSR, China, Cambodia, 
the United States, Brazil, El 
Salvador, Italy, etc. 

“In fact," said one member, 
"we couldn't think of a foreign 
country we could all approve 
of... There’s a lot of work to do." 



However, the committee 
stressed that its main activities 
would concern strikes. They 
unanimously voted to support 
future strikes at McGill. 

"1981 looks to be a good year 
with the cutbacks and all," said 
one member. "We may have v 
some good strikes coming next 
year, and the committee will be 
ready for them." ' 

The committee also 
discussed other projects such 
as opening up the library to the 
public (that "bastion for in- 
tellectual elitism"), installing a 
pass/fall marking system for all 
courses, and abolishing the 
Faculty of Management. 
However, these motions were 
tabled until the next meeting.
